Police Capt. Patrick Kirk, enemy 
of gangsters, died today in St. John’s 
Hospital. He went to the hospital 
March 14 for a kidney ailment, and 
suffered a paralytic stroke there 
Wednesday night. He was 62 years 
old, and had been a policeman for 
39 years and captain 14 years. 

“Paddy” Kirk was a policeman of 


the old school and a tireless work- 
r, who spent most of his waking 


recreation days. A bachelor, he 
lived with relatives at 5958 Cote 
Brilliante avenue. He was af his 
desk in Third District station, 714 
Soulard street, before 6 a. m. daily, 
and he often remained in the dis- 
trict until late at night, checking on 
police work and making investiga- 
tions, 

He was a street car conductor be- 
for joining the police force in 
1895, when Maj. Laurence Harri- 
gan was Chief of Police. He re- 
mained a patrolman for eight years. 
In 1903 he had a part in the con- 
viction of “Lord” F. Seymour Bar- 
rington, bogus English nobleman, 
who was sentenced to death for a4 
murder in St. Louis County. Bar- 
rington's sentence was commuted 
to life imprisonment, and he was 
permitted later to return to En- 
gland. 

Fight With Bottoms Gang.

Kirk was promoted to the rank of 
Sergeant, with a precinct in. the 
Ninth district, with station at Jef- 
ferson avenue and Dayton § street.

Fahey Tells His Story. 

“T have paid a terrific price for 
something I didn’t do,” Fahey was 
quoted as saying in a copyrighted 
interview published in the Edmon- 
ton Journal. 

“T had nothing to do with the 
mail robbery. I am absolutely inno- 
cent. I didn’t even know about it 
until after I was * 

“How old were you at the time 
of the mail robbery?” he was asked. 
“I was 19, maybe 20.

Says He Is Innocent. 


“What was in the parcel—some 
of the stolen mail?” 

“No,” Fahey replied, “I think it 
was revolvers that had been hidden 
in a sand bank. I think the mail 
was found in the attic room, 

“I was innocent but I was con- 
victed along with the rest.” 

“Did you have anything to do 
with organizing the jail break?” 
“No. I was anxious to escape. I 
was working in the carpenter shop. 
An engine and a flat car backed 
into the prison yard and suddenly 
a number of the. convicts started 
to run for it. 

“The sirens started to blow al- 
most immediately and one of the 
fellows yelled to me: ‘Come on, 
this is a break’ and I jumped on 
the engine with them. The engi- 
neer was told to put on full steam.” 
“One of the fellows had a wooden 
gun. We left the locomotive about 
four or five miles away from the 
prison and ran into the bush. I ran 
across a stubble field and hid in 
a hollow. I didn’t know where the 
others went. 

“After roaming around for a 
Minneapolis on a 
freight train. In Minneapolis . I 
took my mother’s name, Fahey, and 
worked for a while with a contrac- 
tor named Hoggin. Later I went to 
Duluth with Hoggin's brother and 
both of us shipped to Port Arthur 
to work on the drydocks.”

On opening of a session of the 


Federal Board of Tax Appeals here 
yesterday, it was disclosed that the 
Government is claiming $230,972 in 
deficiency tax and penalties from 
Marvin E. Singleton, capitalist, and 
$35,489 from Edward W. Foristel, 
lawyer. A claim of $88,859 against 
Mark D. Eagleton, lawyer, has been 
settled for $20,017. Singleton and 
Foristel are negotiating for settle- 
ments. 

Seven Government lawyers, head- 
ed by Nathan Gammon, have been 
here for three weeks, negotiating 
settlements of claims. While some 
of them are appearing before Ste- 
phen J. McMahon, member of the 
Board of Tax Appeals presiding, 
others are continuing the negotia- 
tions. There were 178 cases on the 
docket, all on income tax claims, 
but only a fraction.of them will be 
heard at this time. McMahon will 
be here about three weeks, holding 
sessions in the Federal building. 

The claim against Foristel is on 
1927 and 1928 tax returns. The 
Government alleges Foristel paid 
taxes on $63,352 in 1927 and $48,- 
548 in 1928, but actually had in- 
come in those years, respectively, of 
$151,136 and $95,025. 

Claims 


Eagieton’s settlement was on re- 
turns for four years, 1927-30. The 
Government made the following al- 
legations: In 1927, that Hagleton 
understated his business income by 
$53,760 and failed to report $2913 of 
other income; in 1928, that he un- 
ferstated business income by $32,014 
and failed to report $2678 of other 
income; in 1929, that he failed to 
make return on $112,662 of income,

The Singleton case was based on 
transactions in 1929. Singleton, 
who spends much time now on his 
farm at Midlothian, Tex., was presi- 
dent of the old Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co. from 1919 until he 
sold control to Caldwell & Co. of 
Nashville, Tenn., in 1926 at a large 
profit. 

Profit of $1,137,435 Alleged. 


It is asserted by the Government 


that Singleton realized a profit of 
$1,137,435 by settling debts of $4,- 
112,317 to his wife and sons, Edward 
Cc. and John H. Singleton, for $2,- 
979,881. He should have paid a tax 
on this profit, the Government al- 
leges as its principal claim. 

In his petition for disallowance 
of the claim he related that he made 
a habit of making gifts of the in- 
surance company’s stock to his 
wife and sons while he was presi- 
dent, presenting them éltogether 
with about 60,000 shares, which, he 
said, Mrs. Singleton sold in the 1926 
change of control at $94 a share. 

After that sale, he said, he bor- 
rowed. $1,792,119 from his wife, $1,- 
152,294 from his son Edward and 
$1,167,902 from his son Jobn-the 
total of $4,112,317. In 1929, he de- 
clared, he transferred to Mrs. Sin- 
gleton securities for which he had 
month his wife and sons forgave 
him his debts to them.

The Mayor, jn announcing the 
appointment, said he had promised 
to select an outstanding business 


man and civic leader, and believed 
he was fulfilling this promise. Pre- 


suade former Circuit Judge Jesse 
A. McDonald to accept the. post. © 
Never Took Drink in Life. 

The new Excise Commissioner, 
who says he has never taken an 
aicoholic drink in his life, has 
nevertheless been a consistent op- 
ponent of prohibition as imprac- 
tical and based on a false moral 
premise. 

In an interview today, following 
announcement of his appointment, 
he said he already had been as- 
sured the fullest co-operation of the 
‘Police Department in enforcing the 
duties of his office. 

“I had not the slightest notion 
I was to be appointed until yes- 
terday afternoon when Mayor Dick- 
mann called me on the telephone 
and asked me to sit in a confer- 
ence,” he said. “The Mayor told me 
I was to be the principal figure 
there, and then I began to suspect 
for what job I was headed. 

“I need not say who was at the: 
conference. I am giad to say, how- 
ever, that I was promised the full- 
est measure of co-operation by the 
police. With my friend, William 
L. Igoe, at the head of the Board 
of Police Commissioners, I am sure 
the promise will be fulfilled. 

Plans Fair Administration. 

“Although my first job is going 
to be to organize my staff—I am go- 
ing to City Hall tomorrow to be 
gin that—I may say that I intend 
to enforce the city’s liquor ordi- 
nance on a basis that will be fair 
both to the law and to the people. 
I shall try to keep unwelcome char- 
acters out of the liquor business. 

“St. Louis, in my opinion, must 
show the rest of the State the high- 
est possible example in administra- 
tion of the liquor law, otherwise we 
are faced with the possibility of a 
return to prohibition. After all, half 
the counties of the State voted dry 
on the ratification of the twenty- 
first amendment.” 

Col. Scullin said he had not de- 
termined what practice he would 
follow in ergo sea distances from 
churches and schools, within which 
liquor dispensaries could not be es- 
tablished. He said he had given 
the matter some thought, however, 
and would inspect personally the 
locality around each proposed dis- 
pensary, both before and after ap- 
‘proving its license. There is no 
cistance provision in the city’s 
ordinance. 

“I do not wish to be a Czar,” he 
said, “and I do not intend to run 
the office like one, though I realize 
that its powers are large.” 

Col. Scullin is 66 years old. His 
military title'is based on a commis- 
sion in that rank in the Ordnance 
Corps of the army reserve, in which 
he also served during the World 
War.

HOBOKEN, N. J., April 3.—My- 
ron C. Taylor, chairman of the Unit- 
ed States Stee] Corporation, told the 
annual stockholders’ m g that 
he thought the corporation had 
written “one of the brightest pages 
in corporate history” in the. treat- 
ment of ite employes during the de- 


pression. 
The obsttvation followed eriti- 


stockholders of the corporation's | 
acceptance of the NRA code. 

Taylor defended the code both on 
the score of its fairness to employes 
and because of the opportunity it. 
afforded the steel industry to 
achieve. stabilized conditions 
through co-operative rélationship. 

Taylor said that before NRA 
was formed the Steel Corporation 
had devised a plan for distributing 
work among as large a number of 
men as possible, and that this pro- 
gram had been carried out even at 
the low point of the depression, 
when operations fell to 9 per cent 
of capacity. At the present time, 
he said, the corporation is operat- 
ing at 40 per cent of capacity com- 
pared with 14.8 per cent in the cor- 
responding week last year. 

In 1929, he stated, there were 
220,000 employes on the payroll of 
the company, 12,000 of whom were 
working on construction. Today 
the corporation has 200,000 employes 
at work on an average of 29 hours 
a week, although the NRA code per- 
mits 40 hours weekly. The basic 
rate of pay, he stated, has increased 
25 per cent«from the level of last 
July. 

Taylor said no one “could give 
an intelligent answer, backed 
by logic,” as to whether the NRA 
was responsible for the recent eco- 
nomic improvement, “or whether it 
was the play of natural forces.” 

In answer to a specific question 
by a stockholder, Taylor said 
that “up to this moment” the NRA 
“has been a good thing for the com- 
pany.” However, he added, he was 
not in favor of it as a permanent 
institution. 

A year ago, he said in his closing 
remarks, “we thought we had 
turned the corner and could see 
ahead immediate signs of revival.” 

“Today,” he added, “we know we 
can.” 


FIVE MINERS ARE TRAPPED 
BY FIRE IN SMALL SHAFT 


Three Indiana Units Fighting Blaze

Sinclair said the blaze started in 
the pump room and gained head- 
way so quickly that it soon got out 
ef control.

CHICAGO, April 3—Dr. Benja- 
min M. Squires; Federal Labor 
Mediator and economist, who is on 
trial on racket cunspiracy charges 
told the jury today he had fought 
against gangster control of the dry 
cleaning industry and had himself 
financed a strike at a cleaning 
plant that used gangsters to intim.- 
date strikers. 

He asserted that Al Capone, the 
imprisoned gang leader, had term- 
ied him a piker for taking only 2 


per cent of gross receipts as fees 
when he headed the Cleaners’ and 
Dyers’ Instiflite of Chicago, when 
Capone thought he might have 
taken 5 per cent. 

Dr. Squires was the first of the 
i2 defendants to take thé stand 
and deny the charges that. he 
plotted to dominate end control 
four great industries by violence 
and threats. | 

The strike he financed grew out 
of a complaint by the Laundry and 
Dyehouse Drivers’ Union that the 
Michigan Cleaners and Dyers Co. 
was not abiding by the agreement 
between the union and the Master 
Cleaners and Dyers’ Association. 

The walkout was called in March, 
1981, by union leaders. Shortly af- 
terward, Dr. Squires said, the union 
busMhess agent told him he Had met 
Murray Humphreys—Capore’s r>- 
puted successor to gang leadership. 

“Humphreys,” said Squires, ‘en- 
gaged the union official in con- 
versation and told him he might as 
well give up the strike because 
the Michigan plant was now pro- 
tected by his gang. ... 

“T said we cannot let the gang- 
sters in because they would take 
ecntrol, ruin our reputations and 
the industry. I told the union 
agent I personally would finance 
the strike if the Michigan plant 
persisted in employing garigsters 
to violate their own agreement.” 
He told the jury he put up a peér- 
sonal check for $3000, three-fifths 
of his salary as industrial concili- 
ator, to aid in the strike. 

Squires denied yesterday he ever 
took a penny of “wrong money.” 
Settled Labor Disputes. 
Starting with the story of his boy- 
hood, Squires told how he became 
an expert at settling iabor disputes, 
was appointed to high Government 
jobs, mediated railroad strikes and 
became a recognized authority in 

his profession, | 

In 1929, he said, an officer of the 
State Federation of Labor and a 
University of Chicago professor 
persuaded him his duty was to be 
come a virtual dictator of the clean- 
ing and dyeing industry here. 
_It was for that work he was in- 
dicted along with Capone, Hum- 
phreys, Alderman Oscar Nélison, 
Attorney Aaron Sapiro and 19 labor 
union heads, trade association of- 
ficers and gangsters, eighteen of 
whom have been on trial since 
Jan. 6. 

Squires testified he took the job 
of arbiter for the cleaning industry 
only after he surveyed the field, 
found price cutting and violence 
rampant, heard truck drivers tell 
of being beaten, saw plants wrecked 
by dynamite and ciothing ruined 
by acid, and learned that George 
(Bugs) Moran, the gangster, owned 
a large piant. f 

Squires said he was to have re- 
ceived $10,000 a year, but took only 
$5000 in 1929 and got nothing in 
1930 age 1931.

The Democratic leadership pressed 
for immediate action in accordance 


with the expressed wish of Gov. 
Herbert H. Lehman, A Republican | 
resolution declared a state-wide de- 
mand existed for a full investiga- 
tion. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
is ready to go. ahead immediately 
with a separate, inves tion of 
letters said by the Federgl Trade 
Commission to have been written 
by Senator Warren T. Thayer, 
Chateanguay Republican, to the As- 
sociated Gas & Electric Co. The 
writer of letters asked about being 
reimbursed for expenses in a vil- 
lage campaign and expressed the 
hope his work in the legislature 
was “satisfactory.” 

Thayer “indignantly” denied last 
night that he had ever been im- 


|properly influenced. by any utility 


company, He formally invited a 
Senate inquiry. 
Rate Inquiry Sought. 
The investigation proposed by 
leaders of both parties is intended 
to go much farther. If it is voted, 
a joint committee for the Senate 
and assembly will inquire into rates, 
business practices and financing of 
every utility in‘ the Empire State, 

Lehman’s request for a thorough 
inquiry into the legislative activi- 
ties of any company also is in- 
corporated into this plan. 

Lehman won a victory at last 
night's session when the Senate 
Public Service Committee reported 
out his 11-point’ utility “reform” 
program. Officials and stockhold- 
ers of the electric and gas compan- 
ies lost a long and bitter fight to 
kil) the Lehman bills in committee. 
They protested that the program is 
“ruinous.” 

As a result of the committee’s ac- 
tion, the Lehman bills are on the 
Senate calendar today for the first 
time since the Governor began 
fighting fo rthem early in 1938. 
Their purpose is to legalize munici- | 
pal power plants and to give the 
Public Service Commission stronger 
contfol over rates and holding com- 
panies. 

Senator Defends Record. 
*“Theyer in the Senate last night 
arose to a point of personal privi- 
lege. 

“During the iast four or five 
days,” he said, “the papers have 
carrie? letters purporting to have 
been written by me and exhibited 
before the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. Up to the present time I have 
not established the authenticity of 
the letters. I deny: the insinuations

WASHINGTON, April 3. — More 
correspondence between associated 
utility executives was made public, 
by the Federal Trade Commission 
yesterday. The letters, all placed 
in evidence, disclosed widespread 
propaganda activities of the Asso- 
clated Gas & Electric system to 
combat. movements for municipal 
ownership in Missouri,~ Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and in the territory 
served by the Tennessee Valley Au- 


thority. 

One letter was written Oct. 26, 
1933, by H, D. Fitch, president of 
the Kentucky-Tennessee Light & 
Power Cé., an Assdciated subsidiary 


fore the Federal Trade Commission 
last week of bfibing-a public offi- 
cial in Paris, Tenn. 

In a report.on the “industrial de- 
partment” to the Utilities Manage 
ment Corporation, another link in 
the Associated chain, Fitch wrote: 

“This de ent, which has func- 
tioned so successfully since its or- 
ganization, has temporarily been 
turned into a department to com- 
bat municipal ownership. 

Work in Missouri and Indiana. 

“The proximity of our properties 
to the Tennessee Valley Authority's 
social and municipai ownership ac- 
tivities has made it imperative that 
we keep in close touch with these 
developments and to offset, as far 
as we may, the propaganda which 
is being spread by the Government 
to all properties within transmis- 
sion reach of Muscles©Shoals, an 
to combat municipal ownership 
movements in Missouri and Indi- 
ana, where our propertiés are either 
threatened or where we have this 
issue to face.” 

Another letter, written Nov. 25, 
1933, by Hobart Benson, publicity 
man for the Associated, to O. E. 
eta comptroller of the company, 
said: 

“We are now in contact with the 
vice-presidents at 120 Wall street, 
and are developing with them lists 
of these communities in the Asso- 
ciated system where agitation (for 
municipal ownership) has assumed 
proportions that warrant atten- 
tion.” 

This letter ‘and a third one re- 
ferred to co-operation received 
from the Edison Electric Institute, 
“who have an alert follow-up on the 
progress of municipal ownership 
throughout the country.” 

The third and final letter, also 
written by Benson and addressed to 
Leo Clavin, of the Pennsylvania 
Electric Co. in Johnstown, Pa., said 
of the campaign against municipal 
ownership: 

“We will probably be doing more 
and more work aiong those lines 


and consequently would appreciate | 


receiving information direct from 
the field.” 

The new. letters released by the 
Federal Trade Commission were 
discovered in the Associated’s files- 
by Field Examiner A. H. McDer- 
mott, the same investigator who 
unearthed the Thayer letters. 

New York Inquiry Discussed. 

Executives of the Associated sys- 
tem apparently did not want, to tes- 
tify before the New York legisla- 
tive investigating committee of 
1930. 

In one inter-office memorandum, 
dated: Jan. 2, 1930, Howard C. Hop- 
son, vice-president of the Agsociat- 
ed, asked the president, John I. 
Mange, how he (Hopson) should 
testify before the legislative com- 
mittee. 

Mange’s reply, five days 
began: 

“I did not answer before because 
I really felt the cornmittee would 
not dare to call you.” 

Mange warned Hopson not to 
criticise the New York State Pub- 
lic Service Commission, explaining: 

“I think nothing will be gained 
in criticising the present commis 
sion because, as I see it, the com- 
panies and the commission are on 
the same side of the fence with re- 
spect to this investigation and we 
must live with the commission in 
as near harmony as possible.” 

Charges have been current for 
several years that the Public Serv- 
ice Commission has been “sym- 
pathetic” in many instances to the 
ideas of the power companies in 
New York State. - 

Advice on Testimony on Rates. 

Mange also gave Hopson this ad- 
vice on how to testify about rates: 

“Should they ask you what we 
are doing with respect to the re- 
duction of rates, I would answer

ities.

SILICOSIS SUIT IN 
~ ST-LOUIS COURTS 


Defense Attorneys Ask Su- 
preme Tribunal to Forbid 
Judge Landwehr to Pro- 
ceed With Case. | 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 3.—-De; 
claring that “droves of St. Louis 
lawyers” were bringing silicosis per- 
sonal injury suits there for trial 
from Missouri mining districts, the 
St. Louis law firm of Boyle & 
Priest asked the Supreme Court to- 
day for a writ of prohibition pre- 
venting Circuit Judge Landwehr 
from proceeding in the $15,000 dam- 
age suit of Charles Meyer of Iron 


contends that its “usual and custo- 
mary” place of business is in Iron 
County and that therefore, under 
| Missouri. law, the suit should have 
been filed there instead of in St. 
Louis. Judge Landwehr ruled‘ the 
St. Louis Circuit Court had juris- 
diction, it is stated, after Meyer had 
alleged the company’s residence as 
set oyt-in its articles of incorpora- 
tion was at 105 North SBeventh 
street, St. Louis. 

Discussing the significance ° of 
their application aside from the 
questions of law involved, the com- 
pany’s attorneys say in their brief, 
“St. Louls lawyers have gone in 
droves out into the State and se- 
cured causes of action there and 
have brought them back to St. 
Louis and filed them under like or 
similar conditions as in this case. 

“There are literally thousands of 
them being prosecuted in the Cir- 
cuit Court of St. Louis today. If 
as contended by the . respondent 
(Judge Landwehr) in this case,/ 
they have the privilege of picking 
their forum and avoiding the place 
where they live and the cause of 
action arose, and where the defend- 
ant has its usual place of business, 
it is going to upset matters gener- 
ally.

WASHINGTON, April 3. — The 
use of the taxing power of a state 
to benefit certain industries at the 
expense of others was strengthened 
yesterday by the unanimous deci- 
sion of the United States Supreme 
Court upholding an excise tax of 
15 cents a pound on all butter sub- 
stitutes sold within the State of 
Washington. The tax was levied 
by the State of Washington and 
its constitutionality was challenged 
by A. Magnano Co., makers of 
“Nucoa,” a form of oleomargarine. 


Justice Sutherland, one of the so- 
called conservative members of the 
court, delivered the opinion, which 
is of importance because it fur- 
ther outlines the limits to which a 
loca] Government may use its tax- 
ing powers. Recently, the court

May Return to Engiand. 

At the expiration of her 90 days 
on the soil of the United States, 
Miss Goldman intends to go to 
Canada, where she has the privilege 
of domicile as a British subject. 
Later she may return to England. 
Her marriage to a Welsh miner in 
1926 was one of convenience, to 
give her a haven of nationality. She 
has visited most European coun- 
tries recently, except Italy, where 
Mussolini and she have no desire 
for a close acquaintance, and Soviet 
Russia, where some years ago she 
found the denial of individual free- 
dom too reuch for her.

Injunction Sought by Church Com- 
plainants Against Goering’s 
Paper Is Denied. 

BERLIN, April 3.—The Duisburg 
District Court, in refusing to grant 


an injunction against the Essen Na- 
tional Zeitung at the request of 
Catholic complainants who charged 
unfair competitive practices, de- 
clared “the so-called Catholic press 
is superfluous.” 

The National Zeitung is owned by 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering, Pre 
mier of Prussia. The complainants 
were the publishers cf the Catholic 
Daily, Neuer Tag, and the United 
Publishers of Oberhausen, a Cath- 
olic firm. Specifically, it ‘was 
charged that the agents of Goer- 
ing’s newspaper threatened the pub- 
lic in soliciting subscriptions.

What this state of affairs has done to employment 
may be guessed by the catastrophic figures. If con- 
firmation be sought in statistics, it would follow the 
line of a statement by the Building Trades Depart- 
ment of the American Federation of Labor: “1,500,- 
000 men of the building trades are enrolled under 
the banner of the A. F. of L., and it is our estimate 
that 80 per cent of these men are at present unem- 
ployed.” Occupation statistics in normal times give 
the building trades a total manpower second only to 
that of agriculture. The figure was 2,574,968 in 
1930. Indirectly, the building trades furnish work 
in fabricating materials for a number of men virtu- 
ally equal to those actually employed. The disap- 
pearance of a great part of these men from the 
payrolls explains in large measure what has hap- 
pened to our mass buying power and what has aggra- 
vated our relief problem. 

The slump in building may be accounted a bless- 
ing by some observers, in view of the supposed “‘over-

Allied to the construction field are the matters of 
grade crossing elimination and flood control, in both 
of which there remains a vast deal to be done.

In 
one survey covering 279 cities with a total population 
of 45,000,000 in 1930, it was found that their pop- 
ulation had tncreased by 757,112 families in the peri- 
od 1930-32, but that new residential units were sup- 
plied for only 257,300, or one-third. There are acres 
of squalid tenements in every city that cry aloud for

The administration has been giving earnest con- 
sideration to this problem of reviving construction. 
It is realized that here is a chance to help the 
capital goods industries, which have been least bene- 
fited by the recovery program. At present, the ad- 
ministration is studying plans for making changes 
in mortgage financing, to encourage the building of 
homes. There are thousands of persons over the 
country who have part of the money necessary for 
building a home, but-are deterred from taking the 
step by the high cost*of the additional capital and 
carrying charges. 

Several suggestions for Government co-operation 
have been made, such as expanding the credit sources 
of private home-financing by increasing the volume 
of funds available through membership in the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank System, by developing Federal 
savings and loan associations, by expanding the func- 
tioris of the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation to in- 
clude financing improvements on homes. Represen- 
tative Ellenbogen of Pennsylvania has introduced a 
bill to increase the bond-issuing power of the HOLC 
from two billion to five billion dollars, and to 


empower it to make loans for home construction. } 


Paul H. Douglas has suggested the Government use 
its $2,800,000,000 gold profit as a subsidy for a 
“gigantic and daring housing program.” A recent 
series of articles in the New Republic urged allot- 
ment of five billion dollars annually from Fede 
funds for community housing. : 

The market for new housing, both in community 
groups and individual structure, is ready, and awaits 
only the arrival of adequate financial provisions. 
Home loans are considered sound investments, and 
if private capital, perhaps with Government co 
operation, returns to this field, employment for thous- 
ands of workers will be provided. It is the lag in 
private building that has contributed chiefly to the 
depression of the industry. As a Government of- 
ficial recently remarked, “When private building be- 
gins, the depression soon will be over.” The hope for 
long-time revival from this source may be added in 
the words of the New Republic: “The need for 
housing is pressing; and the demand for further 
housing replacement will be, for at least a genera- 
tion, far beyond our capacity to exhaust it.”

CLARIFYING SECTION 7A. 

In his annual letter to stockholders, Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr., president of General Motors, discusses the 
National Recovery Act in general and not unfriendly 
terms, but the point of his communication is Section 
TA, which he declares must be clarified if indu&trial 
disturbance on a scale hitherto unknown is to be 
avoided. 

Whether the clarification Mr. Sloan regards as 
necessary can be accomplished by language is doubt- 
ful. Certainly there is nothing ambiguous in the 
text as it now stands. That text guarantees to work- 
ers the right of collective bargaining through repre 
sentatives of their own choosing—a statement which 
was reiterated by the President in his settlement of 
the happily averted automobile strike. 

The necessity for clarifying this provision, it seems 
to us, arises from the fact that labor unionism de- 
duced more from the text than the language con- 
veyed.and industry, in many instances, read less 
than the obvious intent. 

It is not the purpose of the act to create a labor 
dictatorship of industry, though it was frequently 
charged by the automobile manufacturers, during the 
conferences, that that was the design of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. But it is the intent of the 
law that the right of workers to choose their own 
spokesmen to represent thém in bargaining negotia- 
tions shall not be circumvented by the device of pseu- 
do-company unions which pretendedly comply with 
the law but actually frustrate it. 

The policy of collective bargaining to which the 
country is now committed seems to be a necessary 
link in the chain of our industrial evolution. Hope 
is warranted that it’ will develop into an instru- 
ment of industrial justice and economic stability. 
If the hope is to be realized, industry must sincerely 
accept it, without reservation, and organized labor 
must, equally, regard it as a just means for its 
proper protection.

N the game of politics, on the principle 

that one foul blow deserves another, the

Whenever opposition has raised its head, 
they have beaten it down by charging that 
sinister financial interests were seeking to 
thwart the New Deal.

He retired 
from business 12 years ago. 
Several years ago Mr Miller lost 
his eyesight and the infirmity pre- 
vented him from getting out with 
“the boys” of Ransom Post as much 
as he formerly did. Two of his 
comrades died recently—Patrick H. 
Callahan, drummer hoy in the Army 
of the Ohio, last December, and Ed- 
ward R. Cone in February.

Outlying. Depositories ~ An- 
nounce $2,000,000 Subscrip- 
‘tion by Federal Agency. 


Seventeen outlying banks, the en- 
tire membership of the Associated 
Bankers. of St. Louis, have an- 
nounced plans-to sell capital notes 
or preferred stock to the Kecon- 
struction Finance .Corporation , in 
conformity with the. national move- 
ment to strengthen bank capital 
tructures and add to the fund avail- 
able for investment. in industry. 

J. Harry Rehme, president of the 
association, said the total RFC sub- 
scription to the capital of banks in 
that group would be about $2,000,- 
000. Their present capital, he said, 
is about $4,760,000, . . 

This will make a total of at least 
$10,000,000 the RFC is to invest in 
the capital of St: Louis banks, 
Four large downtown banks, as has 
been told, have arranged to sell $8,- 
000,000 of capital notes or preferred 
stock to the RFC. 

Rehme said each of the banks in 
his group was handling the matter 
individually. Funds received from 
the RFC will be invested in its de- 
bentures, which can readily be con- 
verted into cash as needed. 

The national banks will sell pre- 
ferred stock to the RFC, while the 
State banks, which cannot issue pre- 
ferred stock, will sell capital notes. 
Both the preferred stock and the 
capital notes are to pay: 4 per: cent 
interest for the, first five years and 
then 5 per cent until they are re- 
tired. —

The schedule of hard work that 
the Amos 'n’ Andy team must fol- 
low is enough to make anyone diz- 
zy. Five or six shows a day, two 
broadcasts, 1500 words to write 
daily, a regular correspondence and 
business to carry on, friends to 
greet who drop around to say hello 
and autographs, thousands of them, 
to sign—that’s a sample. 

Via plane to Chicago and thence 
to St. Louis, the black-face comedi- 
ans were tired and sleepy and had 
the jitters. They had just finished 
begging off from a number of out- 
side appearances and luncheons, 
simply didn’t have the time or en- 
ergy for everything they wanted to 
do. On the stage this week they're 
introducing such characters as 
Lightning, Brother Crawford, King- 
fish and Henry Van Porter. 

They don’t know how many fan 
letters they get a day; they don’t 
need to bother about that. “Fan 
letters are hard to check, anyway,” 
said Amos. “In order to get 2000 
letters by next Wednesday all we 
have to do is to make a little mis- 
take in our continuity. For in- 
stance, suppose I said the clock had 
just struck 3 o’clock and the audi- 
ence heard it strike four times. It’s 
ust human nature to tell the other 
fellow about his mistakes.” 

In the dressing room Andy was 
staring the typewriter in the face, 
on the desk were telegrams, manu- 
scripts and letters. “What a sys- 
tem!” he cried. “Here I got to fin- 
ish this mail . . . and what hap- 

ns? The machine clogs up cn me, 
that’s what. I think I'll throw it 
out the window.” He _ relented. 
“Maybe I'll just toss it on the floor.” 
But his Scotch-Irish ancestry got 
the upper hand. “Well,” he sighed, 
“send for a man to fix it.” 

Andy (Charles J. Correll) was 
decked out in a lurid robe that bad 
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red and purple all over it. Bright- 
ens up his spirit on rainy days, he 
Says. “It’s the prize robe of the 
season,” said he. “Besides, it would 
be mych brighter than this, if it 
was clean.” The Andy part of the 
famous black-face team is short and 
stocky, with pepper-and-salt hair 
and an engaging grin.
